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CHAIM HER“ZOG, who returns 
home this month, has the dls- 
tinctlon of being the firat Tsraet 
ambagnador at the UN to meet 
publicly with an Arab = am- 
hussador. His talk with Egyptlan 
envoy Ismet Abdel Meguld, held 
in the wake of the Sadat-Begin 
meeting half a year ago, con: 
trasted with an earlier event In hig 
three-year term: the adoption by 
the UN of the infamous “Zionism- 
ig-racism" resolution, a document 
which Herzog carried up to the 
rostrum of the General Assembly 
and ripped to shreds. 

For an Israe) ambassador, the 
UN post haa special importance 
by reason of the large Jewish 
community in the area. If, 
nowever, it Is to be a stepping: 
stone to high political office back 
heme, Herzog will have only one 
example to follow. Abba Eban — 
who almultaneously served as am- 
bassador to Washington — 
succeeded to a cabinet post after 
returning to Israc) from the UN. 


Question: Many believe that a 
UN ar automatically hostile as it 
has shaten itself to be irrelevant 
to Inrael, What is your opinion? 

Answer: It's a great mistake to 
hold this view. Seventy or so coun- 
tries vote automatically against 
ua, The other 79 or 80 vary accord- 
ing to the issue and we daren't ig- 
nore them — almost that entire 
bloc refused to go along with the 
votes against us on the Zioniam-ia- 
racigm resolution. 

The UN is also not unimportant, 
It produced and passed Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 358 — 
and 425, on the restoration of 
Lebanese sovereignty to Southern 
Lebanon. You have to fight, and 
not throw up your handa, as many 
people of weak counsel in Israel 
aay out of desperation and frustra- 
tlon. 

To what extent does the tn- 
Sluence of the Israeli ambassador 
count? ᾿ 

Quite a bit. Ambasaadora, of 
course, get thelr instructions from 
home, But I've taken the initiative 
of sending notes round, or appear- 
ing before groups like the Nine, 
the Nordic-Scandinavian or the 
Latin groups. 

You don’t directly influence 
votea hera, but they do put your 
case when they cable back home, 
and it all adds up. ὁ = 

The Israeli delegation as a 
whole hag an effect. A classic ex- 
ample is Africa. Most of Africa, 
except for three black African 
countries, has no relations with 
ua. And yet we've held the tide all 
these years. On major issues 
affeating Israel, about 50 per cent 
of the Africans don't go against 
us. They don't all vote with ua, but 
& good part of them don't go 
against us. That is in no small 
measure due to the work done 
here since we have no missions in 
Africa, 

Prom the vantage point of your 
role at the UN, how would you 
characterize Israel's inter. 
national position as it has evolved 
in the poat-Yom Kippur War 
pertod? i 

It's recovered to a certain 


᾿ degree. It had gone down a great 


deal after the Yom Kippur. War 
with. the, massive breaking off of 
diplomatic relations, The fact that

The wprour created by that 
resolution did more for Zhunian 
than atl the thousands of speechen 
by Zionlat leaders over the yearn. 
Keven In Tavact It aroused a certain 
feellng for Zlonlam, which unfor- 
tunately han been lacking very 
considerably in our public life, 

The Arabs managed to hegin ta 
turn the tide by bringing together 
the biggest conglomeration of 
countries friendly and not-so- 
friendly to support Israel on thia 
issue. 

Another factor was the 
Lebanese civil war. I went to town 
on this and It had Its effect 
throughout the UN. More recently . 
the Sadat Initiative, the reception 
in Jerusalem and so forth, also 
helped. 

In the last few montha there has 
been a certain recession because 
of what they think Ia the hold-up In 
the proceas toward peace in the 
Middle East. There is no doubt 
that tt has soured opinion about 
Israel not only in the United States 
but In the UN. 

Will the renewed Culd War over- 
tonos affect Israel's position? 

Yes. The UN {a not so important 
when the super powers are at 
odds. It becomes important and 
terribly dangerous for a country 
like Israel when the super powera 
are in agreement. Israel's 
recognition was the result of 
super-power accord in 1948, In 
1956 they ganged up against us. 

In the context of the East-West 
conflict, we've played a terribly 
important part in the Middle Haast. 
We've kept the Soviet Union at 
bay, while the Arabs are fiip- 
flopping between the Soviet Union 
-and the West. Take Egypt, Syria, 
and now Iraq. We are the best in- 
vestment the U.S. has ever made, 

That view ta not always entirely 
Shared by the American Ad- 
ministration, 

The U.S. now wants to take ad- 
vantage of a given situation and 
wean Egypt and some others 
away from the Soviet Union, and 
to strengthen Sandi Arabia. 

In 80 doing, they are ignoring 
the basic weakness of countries 
such as Saudi Arabia and the fact 
that it has gone berserk in a mad 
rush for weapons. Concentrations 
are being created in the Arab 
world of some of the most highly 
sophisticated equipment 
avallable — it Is there for the ask- 
Ing !f anybody chooses to create a 
revolution. 

Do you think there will be any 
developments on the score of 
renewed tes with the Soutet 
Union? 

I would not want Israel in any 
way to abandon Its utter and total 
commitment to the forces of 
democracy in the world. That's 
where we belong. But I believe we 
should be seeking more active ties 
with the Soviet Union. They have 
hostages there — two to three 
million Jewg, There are Jews 
coming out of the Soviet Union.

I've even learned that at- 
Htudes towards foreign policies 
can be coloured by personal likes 
and dislikes.

You betiene that personalities 
make a difference in world af- 
fairs} 

They are terribly Important. In 
my book The War of Atonement I 
wrote about Sadat's Initiative in 
1971, when he talked about peace 
for the firat time. If inatead of a 
run-of-the-mill] Scandinavian 
diplomat tke Gunnar Jarring 
we'd have had at the time a Henry 
Kissinger or a Ralph Bunche, we 
might possibly not have had 
peace, but we would certainly 
have avoided the 1973 war. 

At that tlme, you remember, 
there was a proposal that we 
withdraw a bit from the Suez 
Canal and allow some Egyptians 
on our alde. That might have come 
otf had it been pursued property. 

I am a great believer in per- 
sonal relationships, I see it here at 
the UN. The idea that am- 
bassadors, in the age of 
telephonea, and cables, do not 
have the role they used to have, {8 
wrong. 

"On the role of personalities, 
would you say the period following 
the Sadat visit to Jarusalem 
resembles the 1971 era to twhich 
you have just referred? 

I can't comment «bout per- 
sonalltles ag long as I'm In this 
job. It would be very wrong of me 
to do so. What I can say is that a 
major element hag been Sadat's 
personality, particularly in the 
U.S. media, What our people in 
many weya have not realized [ἢ 
that detafla are completely unim- 
portant, unfortunately, In this age 
of superficial media. 

Nobody has the slightest in- 
terest In what 242 says, whether 
we aro legally right in the West 
Bank or not. That is important In 
the substantive meetinga with the 
Americans, with the Egyptians 
and so forth, 

But in talking about public opi- 
nion, Sadat has understood. He 
uses a few phrasea and that’s it. 
He's very vague in general, but 
he's charming. He doesn't try to 
prove he is right, he juat puts his 
point, Aoma of our spokesmen go 
Into great detall and that's not - 
always the best tactile, certainty 
not against Sadat. δ :

countries surrounding Israel, to 
the U.S., to the PLO and to Iarael, 
This was the first time they had 
approached us. - 

Was this done through you? 

This was done through me by 
the acting head of the Soviet mis. 
sion at the time, Ambassador 
Kharmalov. He called me, we had 
a meeting In the UN, and he hand- 
ed me this document. It was mis. 
interpreted at the time in Israel as 


being just a press statement, That Ρ 


wasn't true, although it was given 
to the press later — and Indeed 
they told us it would be. 

It was a very clear come-hither, 
an invitation to all the states inthe 
area to enter into a dialogue. They 
asked us for our comments at the | 
‘time. 

In the document given us in 
September 1976 there was no 
vilification of Israel. Six months 
hefore, a Soviet document sub- 
mitted to the UN was half taken 
up with a diatribe against Israel, 
The improvement was at- 
mospheric rather than subatan- 
tive.

On Labour's side the wooing has 
been ardent. Shimon Peres came 


@to the NRP convention to “bring 


greetings" and stayed to give a 
warm embrace. Implying that 
there was no solid basis for the 
NRP's participation in a Likud 
government, he said that the 
“historic partnership’’ between 
Labour and the NRP had not 
resulted from any momentary 
political constellation, nor had it 
been limited to the governmental 
plane. 

It had been based, on the one 
hand, on the values of Hapoel 
Hamizrah! (the religious labour 
and settlement movement that 
has dominated the NRP since the 
early 1960s), and, on the other — 
and here Peres really broke new 
ground — “‘on the deep attach- 
ment of the Labour movement to 
Jewish tradition." 

And in case the NRP delegates 
atill did not get that point, Peres 
drove it home: “I am certain that 
in the future we will again find our 
way to one another."’ 


THE NRP's support of Yitzhak 
Navon for the presidency was 


probably not part of an actualdeal - 


In return for the Alignment's sup- 
port of Rabbi Shlomo Goren 
against Rabbi Shaul Yisraeli in 
the Chief Rabbinate elections that 
were to have been held. But the 
Alignment did agree to the NRP‘s 
later request that it support the 
postponement of the elections. 
And the NRP, by backing Navon 
rather early in the game, played a 
leading role in handing Begin that 
major defeat. 

The recent very moderate 
statements by Hammer and Ben- 
Meir pave the way for their return- 
ing to Labour. And the dropping 
of the “Therefore” clause will 
enable Hammer and his NRP 
colleagues to remain in such a 
government even If it should offer 
a territorial compromise in Judea 
and Samaria. On the other hand, 
the NRP has not pressed the 
government to make such an. 
offer, 

Some will call this pragmatism, 
others opportunism. In this con- 
nection, it is worth recalling DMC 
leader Yigael Yadin's statement 
in the Knesset, on the morrow of 
the cabinet's acceptance of the 
prime minister's draft reply to the 
two questions of the U.S. Ad- 
ministration. 

Yadin declared that if Egypt or

pint offer, he would im- 
mediately urge his party to quit 
the coalition. Despite their new

THE ELECTION of Danny Ver- 
mus 88 secretary general of the 
party, replacing Lamifneh's Zvi 
Bernstein, signifies the rise of the 
Youth Faction to dominance In the 
party. Vermus was Bernstein's 
deputy, and when Hammer 
became minister of education he 
brought him in as senor adviser.

THE PRESENCE of Agudat 
Yisrael in the government as one 
of the NRP's coalition partners is 
a two-edged sword. 

In the matter of ''Who is 8 
Jew?"', Aguda's shift from the op- 
position to the coalition has taken 
the pressure off the NRP. In July 
1972, the Aguda put the NRP on 
the spot when it presented ἃ 
bill amending the Law of Return 
so that only proselytes converted 
“according to Halacha" would be 
recognized as Jewish. 

Rather than precipitate a 
cabinet orlais, the NRP did not 
aupport the Aguda bill. But to 
make up for that, it pledged that 
the amendment of the Law of 
Return would be an absolute con- 
dition for its joining any future 
government. And the party con- 
vention in February 1973, despite 
Burg's opposition, adopted a 
resolution to that effect. . 

That resolution gave Burg and 
Raphael no.end of trouble in early 
1974 when they were negotiating 
with. the late Pinhas: Sapir over 
entering Golda Meir's post-Yom 
Klppur War government. Their ef- 
forts to get out of the straight- 
jacket — for which the Aguda was 
{Indirectly responsible — led to the 
shameful spectacle of their asking 
the Chief Rabbis for their advice 
and then entering the government 
despite the negative opinion of the 
Supreme Rabbinical Council. 

But now the Aguda and the NRP 
are in the same boat. Paragraph 
Eight of the coalition agreement, 
which the two parties signed with 
the Likud in June 1977, provides 
that the prime minister ‘will 


make every effort" to mobilize δ. 


parliamentary majority for a 
private member's bill, to be sub- 
mitted by coalition members, δα’ 
ding the phrase ‘according to 
Halacha” to the Law of Return. 
A year has passed, and there 
are no indications that either 
Agudat ‘Yisrael or NRP intends 
to rock the. coalition over this 
issue. Here, then, the NRP's right 


1976, presented the non- 
confidence motion over the Sab- 
bath desecration entailed by the 
welcoming ceremony for the Ἐ'. 168 
that led Yitzhak Rabin to dismiss 
the three ΝῊΡ ministera in his 
government.) 

The other side of the coin is that 
Aguda's participation in the coali- 
tion has driven the NRP to sup- 
port religious demands that it 
itself never advocated, but which 
are now incorporated in the coali- 
tlon agreement, 

True, the Likud has done the 
same, but there {s a difference, 
The Likud's acceptance of the 
various religious demands of the 
Aguda was an out-and-out 
political deal made in return for 
the Aguda's four votes in the 
Knesset. 

But for the NRP, the religious 
clauses {n the coalition agreement 
have blurred the many 
differences that havo hitherto dis- 
tinguished it trom’ the non-Zionist 
Agudat Yisrael, which {a not only 
more conservative (some would 
say reactionary) on religious 
issues but whose attitudes 
towards the state is ambivalent. 


THE QUESTION of army service 
for girls provides the outstanding 
example of the NRP's abandon- 
ment of its own position in 
deference to that of the Aguda. 

Although: the NRP has always 
been divided on thts {ssue,. 
successive party conventions 
have adopted resolutions calling 
for. the abolition of compulsory 
military service for girls — all 
girls. This they did on the basis of 
rabbinical rulings that com- 
pulsory military service: for 
‘women, except In time of war, ia 
contrary to Halacha. 

In practice, however, many 
girls from NRP circles do serve in 
the army or in its Nahal branch — 
and this includes thé daughters of 
Chief Rabbi Goren, Haifa Chief 
Rabbi She‘ar-Yashuvy Cohen, and 
Dr. Burg. Girls from Hakibbutz 
Hadati, which is affiliated with 
the NRP, serve in the army as a 
matter of course, 

On the other hand, many girls 
from NRP families seek exemp- 


tion from army’ service on: 


religious grounds, But down the 
‘years the ΝῊΡ has heen able to 
live with the exemption boards 


proaedure and, by’ and large, it - 


has been satisfied with the way 


the boards have funetioned. 

Yet when Agudet Yisrael in- 
sisted on cauler exemption rules, 
the NAP didn't say a word. The 
Aguda's blll, as included in the 
coalition agreement, would have 
done morc than simply eliminate 
the exemption boards and make 
do with the girl's sworn atate- 
ment. Instead of the “reasons of 
consclence or religious convic- 
tion,"' which is the present ground 
for exemption, the bill would have 
substituted “reasons of religious 
conviction or the religious way of 
life of her family."' 

David Glass was not revealing 
anything new when he recently 
told an interviewer that ‘we are 
not enthusiastic about the bill — it 
confronts us with a serious 
problem." And the problem was 
evident during last week's televi- 
sion programme devoted to the 
question. 

Ben-Meir criticized the exemp- 
tlon boards for having subjected 
girls to “humiliation.” But he ap- 
parently discovered this only 
after the Aguda made the elimina- 
tion of the boards ἃ condition for 
joining the government. If he 
knew about such ‘humillation'’ 
before, why was he silent? 

In the heat of the discussion — 
let us be charitable — Ben-Meir 
went much further. Looking at the 
ups and downs in the annual 
percentage of girls deferred on 
religious grounds, he attributed 
this to the army's fluctuating 
manpower needs. The same girl, 
he asserted, whose exemption 
request was denied one year,: 
would have been granted exemp- 
tion another year. : 

That is quite an accusation, an 
I doubt that Ben-Meir has any 
evidence to support it. But the 
point here [8 that he was apparent- 
ly forced into making such an un- 
likely charge in order to dispel the 
impression that the NRP docilely 
followed the Aguda's lead in this 
matter — which is exactly what !t 
did. 

De facto, it may be sald, the 
NRP has accepted the authority of 
Moetzet Q'dolet Hatora, the 
Aguda's Council of Sages. 

Accompanying, as it does, the 
rise of the Youth Faction to 
dominance in the NRP, this 
development is paradoxical. For 
the Youth have always streased 
the “national'' of the National 
Religious Party, relegating the 
“religious to second place. 

When Zevulun Hammer was an 
MIC trying to get to the top, he ex- 
pressed contempt for the party's 
veteran leaders who were content 
with getting ‘‘another school, 
another synagogue, another 
mikve.” He was aiming to turn 
the ΝῊΡ into a party that in- 
fluenced the things that really 
mattered. 

- And by that he meant foreign 
policy in general and the future of 
the territories In partioular — he 
did not mean helping non- 
observant girls win exemption 

from army service because their 
mothers light Sabbath candles, 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED is 
paradoxical for another reason 
too. Before he became a minister, 
Hammer also said that when the 
Youth took over they would 
broaden the party's base by 
enlisting ‘‘trdditionalist’’ youth in 
its ranks. Thia was followed up, in 
the last election campaign, with 
newspaper advertisements 
proclaiming, "This Time We Can 
Both Vote NAP." 

A picture showing two men, one 
wearing a knitted ipa, the other 
bareheaded, made St clear who 
“both” were. And in the accom- 
‘panying text, a. colonel. in the 
Reserves, Sgan-Aluf Uri Oren, 
declared: that: although he himself 
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was not religlous he wanted !us 
grandchildren and great: 
grandchildren to graw up in ‘a 
more Jewish, a more traditional, 
a more national state la the Eretz 
Yisrael of our forefathers," 

In a reeent interview, Hammer 
sald that "we know, beyond any 
doubt, that thousands of non- 
religioug voted for ua in the last 
elections." At the demand of these 
voters, Hammer said, the party 
wag going to set up a special divi- 
sion of traditionalist NRP sym- 
pathizers. The object was to turn 
the NRP into a party “locking 
towards the entire public, in the 
spirit of the late Rabbi Kook." 

When I asked Melamed whether 
there had been any significant 
election support from non- 
religious voters, he replied with 
the Yiddish word muists — fairy 
tales. It was all a public relations 
gimmick, he said. He himself 
would be quite content If all the 
religious voters would vote 
NRP. Only one-third now do so, 
while tena of thousands of them 
vote for secularist parties. 

Gimmick or not, Sgan-Aluf Uri 
Oren !s a rea) person who ilves in 
Ramat Hasharon. How does he 
feel when he secs the NRP dan- 
cing to the Aguda's tune? Will the 
posters next time portray three 
figures — the third with full beard 
and a large black kipa — and 
proclaim: ''This Time All Three 
of Us Can Vote for the Religious 
Front"'? 

But those who aee the silver lin- 
Ing In every cloud may find one 
even here, 

There has always been a sub- 
stantial bioc within the NRP that 
advocated an alignment with the 
Aguda. At the fourth convention, 
in fact, the committee on religious 
affairs recommended this to the 
plenum. The idea was supported 
by the Raphael and Warhaftig fac: 
tiona (the latter haa since been 
swallowed up by the Youth), but 
was defeated by the convention at 
the initiative of Hakibbutz Hadati, 
which was supported by the Youth 
and Lamitneh, 

Now that they have actually 
gone through a year's experience 
of a de facto alignment with the 
Aguda, pervious supporters of a 
religious bloc may have changed 
their minds on this subject. As for 
the Youth, they may well fee), 

“For 25 years the Aguda atayed 
out of the coalition — and now It 
had to happen to us!" 


ON THE LEVEL of political 
leverage, the NRP nevor had it so 
good. Peres is passionately 
declaring hia love, and if.the 
historic partnership is revived, 
the NRP, having demonstrated Its 
independence, wil] not be the 
docile mate that it was in the past. 
And Begin, with the future of his 
partnerships with bath the DMC 
and the Aguda now in doubt, needs 
the NRP more than ever. 

But what the party stands for 

- has become less clear than it ever 
waa. In foreign policy it ia able to 
"Hive with'' too many alter- 
natives, too many formulations, 
too many possible coalition 
alignments. And in religious 
matters, ita 12-maon Knesuet fac: 
tion has become the tall of the 
Aguda's four-man kite. 

Avraham Melamed aummed up ἢ 
the party's predicament when he 
commented on Hammer's plan to 
make a bid for the votes of the 
non-religioug. 

‘We have always been an 
ideological movement of Tora ve- 
Avoda — what do we have to do 
with secularists? Political power 
has always been for us & means of 
realizing our ideology. 1 am not in- 
terested in attracting voters, if

Today 
there are over 8,000 rogistered 
divers in the country, with 
thousands more being flown in 
trom Europe -~ and eapecially the 
Scandinavian countries — each 
week, being serviced by seven 
fully-equipped diving clubs along 
the Sinai coast alone,

Kibbutz fish 


BILL OF FARE 


ONE OF THE oldest eating places 
in the country must be the fish 
restaurant at Kibbutz Ein Gev. 

According to a member of the 
kibbutz, the restaurant began un- 
officially in the '30s, when visltora 
coming by boat ‘from Tiberias 
would stay for lunch. As the 
number of guests grew, the kib- 
butz dining room proved unable to 
handle them. 

Now the kibbutz has a different 
problem. Refusing on principle to 
give kickbacks, they are bypassed 
by many of the tourist guides who 
bring groups to the area. 


The restaurant itself lies beside 
a lagoon and those willing to do 
without the air-conditioning inalde 
can ait by the water and throw 
morsels of bread to the fish con- 
{gregating there. The tables ingide 
are set a bit more elegantly than 
we remembered from our 
previous visit a few years ago. 


WE BEGAN our meal with a 
rather mundane first course, ἃ 
scoop of egg salad on a tomato 
slice. We had no complaints about 
this dish, but no great cheers 
either. Surely a kibbutz, with all 
Its farm produce, could find 


eS Sore er oe 


something a Httle more in- 
teresting. 

Aa we ate the salad, we were ac- 
costed by a tall, thin blonde who 
asked us in Scandinavian- 
accented English what we would 
lke to drink. We chose a white 
wine, of course, to go with our 
fish. Incidently, one iconoclast 
who asked for something other 
than fish was told he could have 
an omelette. He decided to have 
fish. 

The fish itself, a fairly large St. 
Peter's fish, scored on both sides, 
was crisply fried to perfection, 
nelther underdone nor overdone 
and with not a trace of greasiness, 

Anyone who thinks this la a 
minor feat has eaten in few fish 
restaurants in this country. With 
It we had a large platter of chips 
and some very tasty pickled 
vegetables. 

We concluded our meal with 
good ice cream, Accompained by 
fresh dates from the trees of the 
kibbutz. Both were entirely 
satisfactory. 

Because we were gueats of the 
kibbutz, no bill was presented; but 
our hosts told us that it would have 
been IL220, including the wine. 

Unfortunately, the restaurant is 
open only from 10.30 a.m. until 4

ROPES AND canvas are no 
longer the stuff of which bont saila 
are made — terylene, nylon and 
fibreglass hove made them vir- 
tually obsolete at sea. 

In fashion, happlly, the trend ja 
away from synthetics, and back 
again to natural fibres — and this 
applies to acceasories as well as 
clothes.

Inderd, neither Halpert nor any 
of the other dive ahops in the area 
has renson to cormphun. ‘They are 
giving bundreda of courses a year 
at nbout 5100 each; they are rent- 
Ing out equipment and organizing 
underwater safaria, Business, in 
short, is hooming. 

One of the main caunes of the 
diving revolution in lnrael Is the 
publication of an excellent tittle 
book, ‘'The Red Sea Divers 
Gulde."" It charts with absolute 
accuracy ἢ πε major dive sites 
along the coast, gives detalled cx- 
planations how to get there, on the 
dive Itself and on the flora and 
marine life to be expected, 

Theorcticalty, a stranger can 
atep off the plane In Ejlat, pick up 
a copy of the guide, rent a car, and 
get to virtually any of the dive 
sites along the coast which were 
once the exclusive domain of 
those who considered themselves 
experts on the arca. 

Tremendous efforta have been 
tunde to keep the Hed Sea area 
beautiful. The entire coast is a 
declared nature reserve, with 
(ishing limited to specificd zones. 
Underwater sport fishing (using 
apenrguna) is illegal and subject 
to stiff penalties, Coral 15 removed 
from the sea on pain of prosecu- 
tion, and it is forbidden to collect 
even the smalleat shells from the 
beaches. 

Beduin rangers, trained by and 
working for the Nature Reserves 
Authority, keep an eye opon for 
would-be offenders while spend- 
ing the best part of each day 
cleaning up the beer cans, the 
paper plates, the empty bottles, 
and all the reat of the mess left by 
heedlesa visitors. 

Generally the attempts to keep 
the area unspoiled, both above 
and below the water-line, have 
been successful, But man's, intru- 
sion into this haven, no matter

Ut Ia diffleult to rematn rational 
in the wonderland of the Red Sea, 
A few weeks ago, an experienced 
diver was decompressing after a 
long, deep dive in the Sharm e- 
Shelkh area. Suddenly ἃ giant sca 
turtle awam by. Heedless of his in- 
utincts, his experlence and his 
natural prudence, the diver decld- 
ed to swim after the amphibeun, 
and before he knew it he tound 
himaclf 130 fect under water and 
in almost irreversible trouble.

shooting to the surface or even ris. 
ing quickly without decompres. 
sion, can be injurious, and maybe 
even fatal. 

Underwater, 
problem becomes a big problem. 
At great depths it becomes a 
bigger problem and often a fatal - 
one. But it is probably true to say 
that there is no diving centre in 
the world better equipped than 
this one to take care of casualties. 
There are emergency decompres 
sion facilities at Sharm, Dahab, 
Neviot, coupled with a round-the

by the IDF to rush cagualtles to . 
the Josephtal Hospital in Eilat, 
which is especially equipped to 
handle diving accidents. 


LIKE FLYING, diving can only 
be undertaken by those who have 
obtained an internationally 
recognized licence from an inter 
nationally recognized school. 

None of the dive shops along the 
Sinai coast will give services to 
any unlicensed diver, no matter 
how loudly he protests. 

As with flying, one has to stick 
to the rules and constantly apply 
one's knowledge if one fs to stand 
a fair chance of survival.

YAACOV FRIEDLER meets with a group of Haifa model-plane enthusiasts, 
have no ‘airfield’ from which to fly their ai 


EVER SINCE they pulled 
Napoleon up short at Waterloo, 
the English have remembered 
that the battle was in fact ‘‘won on 
the playing fields of Eton.’ They 
have never forgotten to act on that 
lesson. 

This was brought home to me 
during a recent meeting with a 
group of Haifa model-airplane 
enthusiasts, who were giving their 
Planes their usual, Friday after- 
noon workout, We dgreed that the 
English did not go so far as to 
build an Eton for every schoolboy, 
but they did set up a lot of playing 
fields, During World War II, when 
everything. was in very short 
supply in Britain, the authorities 
nevertheless allocated valuable 
materials for model-plane 
building, which was officially en- 
couraged, in order to make 
youngsters air conscious, to ‘give 
them the feel'' of flying and to 
teach them to identify planes. 

We wondered why Israel has not 
learned the same lesson. Our 
leaders frequently pontificate on 
the need to imbue our youngsters 
with a respect for manual work, 
and the vital necessity of keeping 
ahead of the Arabs in our 
technical and technological skills. 
It is, indeed, a matter of life or 
death for us. 

Yet here we have handicraft 
enthusiasts, almost fanatical in 
their devotion, who apend thelr 
spare time building — at their own 
expense -— model planes that fly. 
And the only thing that these peo- 
ple, who range in age from 10 to 
40, are asking from the authorities 
15 a field (or two) where they can 
tly their planes comfortably, safe- 
ly, legally and without disturbing 
anyone. ; 

"At the moment, however, due to 
an utter lack of understanding for 


who are frustrated because they 


thefr hobby, they are forced to fly 
their planes illegally, by ‘‘in- 
filtrating’ more or 1688 suitable 
grounds, usually on Friday after- 
noons, when they are not oc- 
ecupied. They always attract 
crowds of starry-eyed little boys 
who may well grow up to be our 
future pilots, or at least ground 
maintenance men, if encouraged 
to pursue the hobby. 

What they really need for an 
“‘alpfield,"’ they told me, is a small 
grass-covered pitch, so that when 
the models crash, as they do now 
and then, only the rebuildable 
frames and not the expensive 
engine will" be-damaged,. They 
said they had already sent a petl- 
tion to the Mayor, and were 
waiting for a reply. ΑΒ this is a 
municipal election year, they may 
at least elicit a promise, which 
alone woyld delight the estimated 
200 to 800 flying-model enthusiasts 
in Haifa. : 


THE MOVING SPIRIT behind the 
Haifa group is Rami Goldstein, a 
86-year-old Technion graduate in 
aeronautical enginsering, who 
has taken up airplane modelling 
professionally. ‘‘Rather than 
work in the alroraft industry, 
where I would have to specialize 
{n one phase of aircraft produc- 
tion, I decided to go into mode} 
making,” he explained. 

He now runs Tiasan, a shop zell- 
ing designs, materials, and 
engines, and dispensing free ad- 
vice to Halfa enthusiasts. “Ἱ 
design the models to the last detail 
and it gives me much more 
satisfaction to deal with the whole 
plane, even if it's only a model, 
than with a small part only," h 
explained. :

be assembled. For the more ad- 
vanced, Goldstein has individual 
designa and materials. The 
models have wingapans of about 
1.6 metres, and are powered by 
tiny engines (from 0,8 to 10 c.c.). 

The group I was with goes in for 
manually controlled models, 
handled by two thin wires, 15 to 20 
metres long. There are other 
groupa that prefer the more ad- 
vanced, radia-controlled planes. 
Yet others go in for replica models 
of famous planes or speed-flying 
models. 

The Haifa manual enthusiasts, 
who apectalise in aerobatics 
rather than speed, insist that it is 
much more fun to control the 
planes by wire; moreover, it calls 
for much more dexterity than 
radio controlling. Split-second 
decisions are required as the 
planeg reach speeds of up to 
80kph, and the slightest hesitation 
will send ἃ lovingly built mode} 
crashing to destruction (alnce 
from ita maximum height of 20 
metres at the end of the wires it 
doesn't take long to hit the 
ground). 

The hobby is a relatively Inex- 
pensive one. The plane, which 
may take up to 800 hours to build ᾿ 
when you go in for complex 
models (but tess than ἃ quarter of 
that for a simpler one), will set 
you back between ILS0d-and IL400 
for the materials, mainly balsa 
wood, rloe paper and giue. The 
engine will coat another IL600, but . 
with luck will outlaat aeveral 
models, The speoial fuel mixture 
costs about 60 agorot per flight,” 
which lasts from five to 10 
minutes. 

The enthusiasts get their planes 
to perform quite extraordinary 
aerobatics. The models loop the 
loop, fly reverse loops, “‘square” 


loops and eights and so on. ‘Some 
of the things they do couldn't be 
repeated hy a real plane, as the 
pilot would be unable to withstand 
the G-forces exerted,” Goldstein 
sald, 

One of the younger enthuslaste, 
freckle-faced Itai Maliniak, a 12- 
year-old Reali high achoo) pupil, 


in seven minutes of flying. 
Building the models and flying 
them entails considerable 
aeronautical understanding, 
Goldatein noted. During our visit 
we watched a 10-year-old putting 
his father's plane through some 
very fancy patterns, without a 
hiteh.

six months ἀξ, when somebody 
gave him a glider kit for hia birth- 
day. He soon progressed to 
powered model building, and now 
he patronizes Goldstein's shop for 
materials, plans and advice, He 
apends much of his spare time 
bullding models and flying them. 

“It's great to know what I can 
do with a well built plane. I am 
thrilled by the exercises I can put 
the model through and the feeling 
of absolute contro) I have over its 
flight,"" the youngster told me. It 
was “quite an expensive hobby,"’ 
he found, but by carefully spend- 
ing his pocket money, and oc- 
casional parental aid, he manages 
to get what he wants. Now that he 
has become a confirmed fan, he is 
thinking ahead to the study of 
aeronautics. 


ISRAEL haa officially par- 
ticipated in one international 
model flying competition, in 
Holland, two years ago. Two 
members of the three-man team 
came from Haifa, the local group 
atressed. We came 11th out of 21 
national teams, “ahead of Ger- 
many, Sweden and Switzerland,"" 
they pointed out. 

Israel will compete again in 
August, in England “‘and we ex- 
pect to move up to aixth or seventh 
place this time." In the inter- 
national competition, each model 
must. perform predetermined 
patterna, completing 16 exercisea

“All advanced countries en- 
courage this sort of thing, because 
they understand It is one way of 
keeping abreaat of technologios,"" 
Twas told. ‘Why doesn’t Israel en- 
courage model-making? Don’t we 
need men with skilla?"’

Much acetate has been cranked 
through the cameras since then, 
and now, 30 years later, there are 
only 1,500 cinemas selling some 
2,000,000 tickets. But we are 
witnessing an intellectual clnama- 
Interest explosion of fisston-fusion 
dimensions. (Today, the great 
cultural centres sport bookshops 
exclustvely devoted to the 
cinema. Cinemathéques and film- 
societies compete with ‘‘art- 
houses” for the favours of the 
cinematic gourmet. No quality 


paper ia complete without a 
cinema-page (The Jerusalem 
Pas? being εἰ dishonourable excep. 
tion}. Universities, the world 
over, ure sprouting departmentg 
for the teaching of all phases of 
film production and handing out 
Ph.D.s on "film aesthetics.’ 

Around this cinematic explosion 
a vast and atill growing publishing 
Industry has established itself. We 
have come a long way from 
Screen Romances and Factory of 
Dreuwmsa. The focus has shifted 
from the love-life, spending habita 
and Hfe-style of the atara to the 
economic, social and cultural 
forces which motivate and propel 
the cinema of today. Films are no 
longer referred to as with (Garbo, 
Wayne) but rather by (Visconti, 
Ford). The message has replaced 
the story, as the director has 
replaced the actor aa the 
gravitational centre of our in- 
terest. 


AND THE SHELVES are awash 
with specialized works in a 
plethora of classifications. 
National production (the Italian, 
Cuban, etc., clnema), ideological 
(revolution, fasciagm, religion in 
the cinema). There is sex, blacks, 
women, sado-masochism, 
gangsters and the cinema, And to 
guide us through the primeval 
fogs, many a history of the cinema 
of which Eric Rhode's ia the 
latest. As in most of them, the pre- 
history and enabling technology 
are dealt with In broad strokes so 
that we can get to the main arena. 
This is where political, social and 
psychological trends and patterns 
become apparent and we can 
come to grips with the art form on 
terms which satisfy the intellec- 
tual climate of today. 

In the Jerusalem Cinemathé- 
que's small but carefully selected 
library alone there are 10 histories 
of the cinema in the Hinglah 
language, What with en- 
cyclopaedias of tht cinema, 
filmographies, etc., the factual

THE WORD Judenrat has pe- 
jorative overtones to most people, 
being associated in their minds 
with Jewish leadera who 
“eollaborated’’ with the Nazis, 
“hetrayed" thelr own peopte, 
“worked only to save themselvea 
and their families," and ‘sold 
their souls to the devil."’ If this 
asseasment ig just, the men who 
comprised the Judenrdte must 
stand condemned. If unearned, 
this judgment on the Judenriite is 
a desecration of the memory of 
the Judenrdte members who 
perished in the Holocaust. At the 
same time, it is a grave injustice 
to the Germans, for it robs them of 
the honour of being the exclusive 
architects and executora of the 
plan to annihilate the Jewish peo- 
ple. 

The Judenrdte were Jewish 
community councils set up by the 
Germans in the territorles they 
occupied, by a decree of October 
12, 1838, The councils were to 
receive and carry out the orders 
of the German authorities. The 
principal orders concerned the 
gathering of basic demographic 
«lata on the ghetto Inmates: find 
ing housing for the Jews cram: 
cd Into the limited spaces of the 
ghettos; the delivery of Jewish 
posscsslons to the Germang; the 
supply of ghetto inmatea for fore- 
ed labour; and the selection of in- 
mates for “resettlement (the 
Nazi euphemism for transporta- 
tion to the death camps). 

In Isalah Trunk'‘s view, the Ger- 
mans had a dual purpose In es- 
tablishing the councils: to serve 
asa “lightning rod against the ac- 
cumulated resentment, hatred, 
and discord among the ghetto in- 
mates'' since the draconian 
measures they had to obey 
emanated from the councils and 
not from the Germans; and to lull 
the world into the belief that the 
Jews were being treated well, as 
witnessed by the ‘'self- 
government" the Germans per- 


_ mitted them. 


The councils voluntarily went 
beyond what the Germans 
demanded of them. Since the ghet- 
toa were isolated enclaves that 
had only limited contact with the 
outside world, the councils 
stepped into the breach and per- 
formed all the functions of govern: 
ment. They levied taxes; organiz- 
ed the medical, health, and sanita- 
tion services; established a 
judicial) sysem; appointed police; 
established mail services where 
permitted; 
delivery of utilities (water, elec- 
tricity, and telephone); operated 
primary and vocational schools 
and, where permitted, secondary 
schools; established welfare 
programmea, including soup 
kitchens: for the poor and the un- 
employed and summer and day-

from ‘Frunk's work thal had the 
councils not assumed these 
responalhbilltics, the ghettos would 
have descended from partlalily 
lawless societies (under the 
pressure of circumstances) into 
veritable jungies. 

One who is Intereated only In 
knowlng whether the reeord 
juatifies the opprobrium attached 
to the word Judenrat docs not 
have to plough through Trunk'a 
monumental work. For that alone 
he need read only chapter 4 οἵ 
And the Crooked Shall be Made 
Straight by the late Dr. Jacob 
Robinson, who was ἃ world 
authority on the Holocaust, In 
fact, on the issue of the complicity 
of the Jowa in their own deatruc- 
fion, implicit in the charge of 
collaboration on the part of the 
counctta, it is sufficient to read the 
concluding paragraph of Dr. 
Robinson's introduction to 
Trunk's book: ‘It would appear... 
thal when all the facts are con- 
sidered, the Jewish participation 
or nonparilceipation in the depor- 
tations had no substantial in- 
fluence -- one way or the olher — 
on the final outcome of the 
Holocaust In Eastern Europe." 


BUT THE purpose of Trunk's 
work ig not to redeem the honour 
of the councils but, rather, to 
describe their relation to the 
totality of Hfe in the ghettos, In 
serving this overarching purpose, 
Judenral draws aside the curtain 
on one aspect of the Holocaust 
that has been protected by taboo 
and allows us to see the sublime as 
well as the ugly. This applies to 
the ghetto police ag well as to the 
counctl members. 

The picture that emerges is that 
ΔΒ .individuala, the council 
members and the police showed 
all the strengths and frailties of 
people under stress. Some rose to 
towering heights of responalbility. 
Othery — more so among the 
police than among the council 
members — sank to the lowest 
depths, passing beyond the area of 
forced cooperation with the Ger- 
mang into the dark areas of 
brutality, the total subordination 
of the common goed to selfish in- 
ea and downright collabora- 

on, 

Judenrat is probably one of the 
best antidotes against the human 
tendency to generalize. No single 
statement descriptive of the coun- 
cil members or of the ghetto 
Police can stand up under even the 
moat superficial scrutiny. One can 
only gay that o reading of 
Judenrat would indicate that on 
the whole the council membera 
did the beat they could for the pea- 
ple, under gircumstances that 
were not of their making and 
over which they had no maatery, 


Qnty In rare [natuneces did the 
counril: members volunteer for 
their posta, Most of the members 
Accepted membership under the 
threat of death. Faliowing agonlz- 
ing debates, the councils reluc- 
fantly agreed to supply hands for 
foreed labour, relying on the 
“rescue-through-work" principle, 
and helped In the selections for 
“resattinment’ even after they 
knew the fate awaiting the people, 
am the premise that by ao doing 
they συμ] save the ellte and those 
who had a chance for survival. 

it was all an exercise in futllity. 
In the last atages of the selections 
for resettlement many of the 
councll members, Including 
Adam Czerniakow, chairman of 
the Warsaw ghetto council, com: 
mitted suicide. Many others, in- 
etuding the stern and 
wutboritarlan Mordecai Chaim 
Rumkowski, chairman of the Lodz 
counell, jained the groups selected 
for resettlement, along with their 
families. 

Trunk allows the ghelto sur- 
vivors to sit In judgment on the 
eounell members and the ghetto 
pollee, Significantly, 62 per cent of 
those polled expresaed poaltive al- 
(ltudes towards the council 
Members, as against 14 per cent 
negative, And 39 per cent had 
pasit(ve opinions aboutthe ghetto 
police and 55 per cent negative. Of 
equal significance {a the fact that 
very few counci] members were 
brought to trial in the courts of 
honour cstablished in the 
diaplaced-persong' camps to try 
people accused of collaboration. 
The ghetto survivors apparently 
observed Hillel's maxim: ‘Don’t 
judge your fellow until you have 
been ‘n his shoes," 

Trunk does little moratizing 
himeelf, When he does, he does not 
employ the shrill voice of the 
prosecutor but, rather, the 
reatrained manner of the judge. 

It {s impossible to list here all 
the conclusions one may draw 
from Trunk'a work, I prefer to 
give priority to my own conclu: 
sion, that there should be a per- 
manent moratorium on Jewish - 
self-flagelation to the effect that 
Jews were partners in thelr own 
annihilation. The Germans may 
have had accomplices, but, with 8. 
few exceptions, the Jews were not 
among them, 

So exhaustive, so faithfully 
documented, and so admirably 
lucid is Trunk's presentation of 
Hfe in the ghottos that one who has 
read and absorbed Judenrai, and 
hears from the lips of a ghetto aur- 
vivor what ghetto life was like, 
can truthfully say: “Yes, I know. I 
was there."

- allow time for the defendant to 
receive the sunimons and file his 
statement of defence, or a 
counter-claim, 


THE SMALL Claima Court is seen 
as a venue for consumers with 
complaints agrinst shopa, 
manufacturers and craftamon. 
However, in practice, consumer 

‘eases are only one type out of 
many. There arc algo cages of dig- 
putes between neighbours, of 
house committoes agalnat. 
residents who refuse to pay, their 
dues, of employees againat 
employers, landlords against 
tenants and vice versa, and the 
parties in a traffic collistor.

her house. For two months after 
signing the contract, the workman 
failed to turn up to do the job. In 
the end, he told her he had no in- 
tention of coming, because he had 
found more profitable work 
elecwhere, The conaumer waa 
claiming 1L5,000 compensation 
tor breach of contract, because it 
had cost her at least that much 
more to engage another plasterer 
two months later, when prices 
were higher. 

I heard her story while waiting 
for the court to open, and someone 
else who was waiting, who said he 
wags a bullding contractor, 
predicted that the woman "didn't 
have a chance." 

As it happened, -the plasterer 
did not show up in court, nor had 
he filed a statement of defence. 
Judge Duar exercised his 
prerogative to give a verdict In 
the defendant's absonce, and did 
this In the privacy of chambors 
following the open proceedings. 
The plaintiff told me afterwards 
— and I have no reason to doubt 
her word — that she had bee 
awarded the 115,000. ᾿ ᾿ 


MANY OF THE cases are not 
heard fully in open court, but are 
settled in the privacy of the

IF NO DECISION [6 reached at 
the firat hearing in the Small

I HAD SPENT an hour or Β0 up in 
room 442 that morning watching 
people who had come to the 
secretariat to file atatementa of 
claim or statements of defence, or 
to Inquire about a pending file. 

Tt was by chance that I learned 
something elac: If you lose your 
case, you may have to pay the ex- 
penses (nourred by the party you 
have aued. According to Miriam, 
this might amount to a few hun- 
dred pounds, though the Tarael 
Consumer Council tells me a los- 
ing plaintiff ia unlikely to have to 
pay more than 11.100, if anything 
at all. Still, a cltizen should know 
what rlaks he incurs when filing a 
claim. 

Tt is reagsuring to know that a 
company or corporation cannot 
use the Small Clalms Court to 
collect a debt from a consumer. 
However, an individual 
businessman can utilize the Small 
Claims Courts. A private grocer, 
for instance, could use this court 
to collect a debt of up to IL5,000, 


IF A PLAINTIFF wins his claim 
and the defendant refusea to pay 
up, the plaintiff can apply right 
away for an execution order from 
the appropriate court. This in- 
volves merely making a photostat 
of the verdict (there are photo 
machines In the courthouse) and 
paying IL8 in stamp fees, It may, 
however, take some time for the 
court to force a recalcitrant defen- 
dant to pay. 

A clatmant dissatisfied with the 
verdict of the Smal! Claims Court 
oan appeal to the Disctrict Court. 
This should be done promptly. 
Room 442 will tell you how, but 
you should know that you can only 
appeal if there waa o verdict, not 
if there was a compromise settle- 
ment or an agreement to accept 
arbitration, A judgment may be 
handed down the same day aa the 
hearing takes place, or it can be 
postponed at the judge's discre- 
tion, for up to seyen days. 

Whatever ‘may happen at the 
Small Claims Court, it is almost 
certain that the procedings will be 
quicker, ‘simpler and lesa coatly 
than if.the cage had to go through 
8 regular magistrate's or other 
court. ᾿ : mee.S yD:

IT WAS with some trepidation, 
that we accepted an invitation fax} 
week to the opening of this 
season's Friday night buffet 
barbeques at the Jerusalem Inter.
